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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3, 4 and 6 are currently pending in the application. Applicants have 
amended claims 1 and 4. Applicants request reconsideration of the application in light of the 
following remarks. 

Indication of Condition for Allowance 

Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for the indication of condition for allowance 
for the above referenced application but for the few formal matters. Applicants believe that 
all formal matters have been resolved, that the application is in condition for allowance, and 
respectfully request the same. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112 

Claims 1, 3-4 and 6 stand rejected by the Examiner under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. In 
accordance with this rejection, the claims have been amended to comply with the examiner's 
suggestions and are now believed to conform with Section 1 12.
